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Patience In Viet Nam 


IJ S. M arines have been put ashore in 
South Viet Nam. near the border of North 
Viet Nam. 
These fighting men are not “ advisers.’* 
They are combat-ready troops of the U.S. 
arm ed services. 
Their first mission is to protect military 
Installations from which U.S. fighting per­ 
sonnel have been flying attack missions 
against the troops of North Viet Nam. 
Technically, the U.S. Marines are in 
South Viet Nam to defend an air base. 
Actually, the Marines are in South Viet 
Nam to guarantee effectual air strikes 
against the Viet Cong in its assault on 
the government troops of South Viet Nam. 
The United States is fighting an unde­ 
clared war in Southeast Asia. 


IF ALL GOES well with high-level strat­ 
egy. all-out U.S. bombing missions against 
North Viet Nam troops, supply lines and 
bases, plus the presence on Vietnamese 
soil of U.S. Marines, plus arrival of South 
Korean troops last week, plus a stiffen­ 
ing attitude in Washington will convince 
North Viet Nam and its advisers to pull 
out of South Viet Nam and retreat north 
of the 17th parallel. 
This would end all unpleasantness in 
Vie! Nam. 
The United States then could pull out 
all its military personnel, bring its air­ 
planes. ships and advisers home and all 
would be as it never has been before in 
Viet Nam — peaceful and serene. 
That is. lf all were to go well with 
U S. high-level strategy. 


IF ALL DOES not go well, however, 
the prospect is anything but peaceful and 


serene. 
North Viet Nam and its advisers, the 
leaders of the Chinese People's Republic, 
will continue 
their successful 
guerrilla 
warfare. 
They will harass the U.S. forces in ev­ 
ery way possible. Their aim is to drive 
out 
Western 
influence. 
First, 
it 
was 
France. Now it s the United States. 
They will continue to infiltrate and in­ 
doctrinate the South Vietnamese, with a 
view to bringing them over to the Viet 
Cong side for their long-range protection. 
Ultimately, the United States will leave, 
warns the Viet Cong. 
The Viet Cong and its Chinese advisers 
can afford to be infinitely patient about 
something that was going on before Amer­ 
icans knew where Laos. Viet Nam and 
Cambodia were located on the map and 
will still be going on when Americans 
have tired of Southeast Asia and turned 
to some new interest elsewhere. 
They will fight just hard enough to wear 
down U.S. patience, never hard enough to 
fire up U.S. anger to the point of all-out 
war. 
But under no circum stances will thev 
ever turn tail and flee north to the 17th 
parallel. That would be ridiculous from 
their point of view. 
From their point of view, if must be 
ridiculous for the United States to be 
counting on it. 


Crusade Against Crime 


President Johnson will need lots of luck 
In his crim e crusade. 
lf a modern society were trying to breed 
crime and violence, it couldn’t improve 
on the American plan 
It never was the purpose of the United 
States to make streets, highways, parks, 
the countryside and even homes the hap­ 
py hunting ground for criminals and their 
apprentices, but that has been the effect 
of many of its laws and practices. 
It wasn't the intent of lawmakers and 
courts to put decent people at the mercy 
of plug-uglies, assassins, strong-arm men, 
street rowdies, con men and dope ped­ 
dlers, but this. too. has been the effect 
of many U.S. laws and practices. 


IN THIS COUNTRY, it is possible to 
buy a lethal weapon by mail but not a 
prescription to save a human life. We 
have closed seasons on wild game but 
not on human life. 
U.S. courts have bent over so far back­ 
ward to protect the rights of the accused 
that they frequently have been oblivious 
of the rights of accusers. 


Protection 
of state 
sovereignty 
has 
turned into such a shibboleth that it often 
has 
been placed above the protection 
guaranteed to individuals in the U.S. Con­ 
stitution. 
Easy regulations have made it possible 
to peddle like candy substances with ef­ 
fects comparable to the hashish used by 
the cult of assassins in India. 
Violent objections to every proposal to 
limit the rights of individuals to do as 
they please have protected racketeers, 
gamblers, vice lords, arsonists, swindlers 
and thieves. 


GROSS DISPARITIES in the laws of 
the several states have invited lawyers 
faithless to their oaths to uphold 
the 
Constitution to become in fact opponents 
of all law. including the Constitution. 
President Johnson can count on a sur­ 
plus of lip service in his crusade to dis­ 
courage crime That’s about all. 
Americans are unalterably opposed to 
crim e 
in 
principle but 
personally 
de­ 
voted to the practices that make much 
of it possible and profitable.

FENSTERWALD delib­ 
erately and insultingly spelled 
out the word “ F-l-N-K", while 
cross-examining 
Robert 
K e n ­ 
nedy the other day during a 
hearing of the subcommittee on 
invasion of privacy. Sen. Ken­ 
nedy had been accused of at­ 
tempting to plant an article by 
Mr. Baron on Jimmy Hoffa in 
Life magazine 
Mr. Fensterwald. an officer 
of the law, 
asked why Sen. 
Kennedy would do this for a 
“ fink ” The nation now knows 
that Mr. Kennedy angrily de­ 
nied this and sharply protested 
the 
characterization 
of 
Mr. 
Baron 
Bob Kennedy is quite capable 
of laking care of himself. But 
what of Mr. 
Baron, now 
in 
M ontreal’’ 
Who will rise in his defense 
against the charges of a Senate 
com m ittee's chief counsel who 
by calling Mr Baron a “ fink" 
charged him with being a strike­ 
breaker and labor spy0 That is 
the actual meaning of the word 
“ fink.” 


MR. BARON was not and is 
not a labor spy. He never hid

his animosity towards Jimm y 
Hoffa and the kind of regime 
the twice-convicted Team sters’ 
president has run. 
Mr. Baron is one of those 
daring men who always seems 
to rise at the right moment at 
the

battle for decency. It is the 
Sam Barons of the country to 
whom the citizenry, especially 
the 
industrialists 
and 
labors 
rank and file, should be grate­ 
ful for not being overrun by 
muscle. 
Mr. Baron always was one to 
give a working Joe a hand. 
Back in the glamorous ’20’ he 
was a vice president of a fam ­ 
ous movie company. He gave 
up the tinsel and the golden 
salary to help rank and file 
working people. 
He joined the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union 
and fought infiltrating chiselers 
in the garm ent jungle. 
The Textile Workers Union 
offered him a vice presidency. 
He took it and worked hard at 
it, respected bv both labor and 
m anagement in the U.S. and 
in Canada. 


THEN IN 1952. long before 
Jim m y H 
became a national 
story and long before the tough- 
shifted 
from 
white 
socks 
to 
hand-tailored suits and a $94.- 
000-a-year 
union 
income, 
na­ 
tional Team ster’s officials asked 
Mr. Baron to join the union. 
He did They made him execu­ 
tive field director of the broth­ 
erhood s warehouse division in 
charge of some 500.000 men 
As a free-spending Hoffa rose 
to power in the union. Sam 
Baron treated him with dis­ 
taste. 
After 
Hoffa 
replaced 
Dave Beck, the Hoffa forces 
organized what is known as the 
“Chicago Caucus" to consoli­ 
date his power. 
The boys needed Mr Baron’s 
respectability and eloquence as 
fronts. Thev asked him to be­ 


come 
the 
caucus’ 
secretary- 
treasurer. He refused. He be­ 
gan to fight Hoffa when others 
ran in terror. 


MR. 
BARON 
was 
horrified 
what he saw inside the sprawl­ 
ing union. As men have done 
through the decades when they 
could not single-handedly upset 
a powerful union machine, he 
sought aid inside the govern­ 
ment. 
There were no conficts of eth­ 
ical considerations Sam Baron 
is a trade unionist—a c l e a n 
labor man This was consistent 
with going to the probers of 
the McClellan racket - probing 
committee, to the Justice De­ 
partm ent and the FBI. 
He never once betrayed the 
half a million men for whom 
he bargained 
On the morning 
of May 17. 1962. a Teamster 
publication was placed on the 
30-foot-wide 
desk 
of 
Jimmy 
Hoffa 
It contained praise of Mr. 
Baron's dedication and ability, 
which he showed though the 
doctors had long advised him 
to ease off and submit to badly- 
needed stomach surgery. 


AT 10:20 that morning he dis­ 
agreed with Hoffa over some 
m atter of written reports The 
Team sters’ president roared and 
slugged Baron There are color 
photos to prove it. 
Mr. Baron quit later But he 
did give courage to many hon­ 
est Teamsters in New York. 
New Jersey. Pennsylvania. Ohio 
and on the West Coast. 
They, too, have been cooper­ 
ating with the government in 
an effort to avoid being ground 
down by the machine 
Now a representative of that 
government rewards a crusader 
by calling him a “ F-I-N-K ” 
What of the others now mak­ 
ing the same fight? What price 
courage now? 
There are many ways to blur 
a crusader s vision.

IN ADDITION to the Presi­ 
dent’s message to Congress, a 
statem ent was issued by the

The 
purpose,

petition Wallace to remove ob­ 
stacles to the Negroes’ right to 
vote in Alabama. 
The end-product of Wallace's 
defiance was a disgraceful, bru­ 
tal police action — the chasing 
and beating of the Negroes — 
which shocked the nation. 
Yet, if Wallace had used a

shrewdness, 
the 
march 
might have accomplished little. 
King’s non-violent expedition 
was to be a gesture to enlist na­ 
tional sympathy and attention.

Reading To Slow Child Aids Progress

practically no mention is made 
of reading aloud to him or her. 
While

has

rapidly there’s 
not much evi­ 
dence t h a t 
many retard-Dr. Garry Myers 
ed children are being read to. 
Many seem to believe that the 
retarded child at four, five or 
six would not listen if read to 
or that the retarded child as old 
as 12 or 15 is too old to be in­ 
terested. 
It is not easy for a parent 
of a retarded child to think of 
him as having a mind of a nor­ 
mal child three, five Dr more 
years younger. If y o u think 
your child is retarded, whether 
he is 4, 9 or 16, keep trying 
to read to him. You don’t need 
to have an intelligence rating of 
him by a psychologist, though 
such might be helpful. 


JUST TRY him out with a 
beautiful 
book 
of 
pictured 
rhymes or brief stories w h i c h 
you know appeal to average 
children; on the basis of what 
he has been able to learn to do, 
keep guessing on the kind of 
material he will respond to. The 
chances are you will try him on 
materials far too hard for him. 
As soon as he is attracted to 
pictures on a page and keeps 
looking and listening for a few 
moments at a stretch while you 
talk with him about these pic­ 
tures, he may be ready to con­ 
tinue looking and listening as 
you talk from the book—as you 
read aloud to him. He rn a y 
grow interested in the sounds 
of the words he hears as well 
as in the pictures; and some 
may be familiar to him, may 
stir up memories in him and 
fire his imagination. 
Keep trying him on different 
kinds of materials. You may 
need to go down the levels of 
difficulty a good distance be­ 
fore he responds with enthusi­ 
asm. As his span of interest 
and attention may be s h o r t , 
don’t be discouraged lf he won’t 
sit still to look and listen very 
long. As soon as hts Interest 
lags, put the book away, as you 
should for any other child. 
Bring it back for him later 
again and again. You may 
wisely decide to try an easier 
book next time. Be happy if 
you see the slightest gain in his 
readiness to sit still and to lis­ 
ten longer. 


BY READING to him y ou 
give him something to t a l k 
about, you help him increase 
his vocabulary, and improve in 
verbal expression. Sometimes 
the retarded child does not 
speak plainly. See how reading 
aloud to him could help him in 
this direction. You don’t need to 
have special education to read 
to him, just read. 
Many others — older children, 
either parent, a grandparent, or 
a guest or baby sitter may be 
able to read to him. Its o n e 
thing almost anybody can do. 
In various studies, abundant 
evidence has been revealed that 
facility of speech in any child 
is a necessary forerunner to 
learning to read. So as you read 
to the retarded or slow-learning 
child you may do a lot to get
